A Scenic Battle with Rats—Buonking with « 
Wild-Cat—Obstructed by a Whale—Oap- 
turing Sea~Lions—A Fast Mare that 
Never Lost a Race in 50. 


A remarkable and, perhaps, unprece- 
dented combat took place at Bostick’s Mills, 
near Pee Dee, N.C. It seems General Bos- 
tick and one of his employes, Anderson 
Wayles, went into a corn house which has 
been stored with corn for nearly twelve 
months, and which bas been closed for that 
length of time. After getting in they 
found that the place was literally alive 
with rats, who, so far from showing 
terror, began to attack fiercely 
the two men, who in vain attempt- 
ed to beat them off. They came upon them 
in droves, biting them about the hands and 
face and legs, several actually getting under 
Wayles'’s shirt. In the, struggle Wayles, 
unfortunately, turned over a heavy bale of 
fodder, which blocked up the door and pre- 
vented their retreat. Both men cried for 
help and were rescued from their perilous 
situation, The whole of General Bostick’s 
left ear was eaten off and his face was horri- 
bly gouged. Wayles presented a sickening 
sight; his nose and lips being literally eaten 
so that his best friends could not recognize 
him, while his left eye was torn from its 
socket. 

A STEAMER STOPPED BY A WHALE. 
New York Sun, March 14, 
The steamship Isaac Bell, of the Old Do- 
minion line, arrived in this port yesterday 
from Norfolk, and reported that onthe way 
she had been obliged to back water on ac- 
countof a huge whale which Jay directly 
across the ship's bows. Captain Gibbs gave 
the following version of the incident: “On 
the morning of the 12th instant I took the 
wheel. The steamer was then scudding 
along at the rate of about eleven knots an 
hour against a northeast wind. This course 
was kept until about 9 a.m., when we were 
fifteen miles from Fenwick's island, off the 
Delaware coast. Suddenly, about one hun- 
dred yards off the port bow, Isaw the spout 
of awhale. The stream of water ejected 
was larger and projected to a greater height 
than I had ever seen before; and I 


became so interested in it that Idid not 
perceive our close .proximity to the mon- 
ster until its huge bulk lay across our bows. 
Then I saw that there was at least forty 
feet of its back exposed above the surface. 
This exposed surface I quickly calculated 
would give mea whale of about seventy- 
five or eighty feet in length andof un- 
known diameter, I immediately rang the 
bell to back water, for I did not think that 
a wooden keel could successfully collide 
with a monster whale. The engines 
obeved the signal, and the keel of the ship 
was stopped within four feet of the back of 
the whale. He lazily floated ont of the 
way, and then we steamed ahead. The 
last Isaw of him was a magnificent spurt 
of sea foam. 

CAPTURING SEA-LIONS, 


Captain Mullett, the sea-lion hunter, has 
described his methods to a St. Louis report- 
er. In six years he has caught 164 sea- 
lions, mostly near San Diego, and has prof- 
ited thereby, since the regular. price for an 
exhibition s2al is $1, “Our method of 
capturing the lions,” he said, ‘“‘is this: 
They goin rookeries of 100 or more, and 
we watch the shore to see where they will 
o into camp. This we can determine 
rom the fact that they carry their young 
on shore, leave them and go back to the 
water, returning at break of day. When 
we find a camp we dig trenches in the sand 
to hide in, or, if there are rocks 
convenient, we hide behind them. The 
vessels are anchered some distance off the 
shore, and we bring from them in small 
boats cages made of six-inch fencing boards, 
When the herd comes ashore -the lassoers 
watch their opportunity and lasso one of 
the lions around the neck. Another lasso 
ig then fastered to one of the hind flippers, 
and the lion is ferced into one of the cages. 
This must be done within a short time or 
the animal will notlive. After the lion is 
captured, a shot, to which a long rope is at- 
tached, is fired from.a bumgun on theshore 
over the vessel; the other end of the rope 
is attached to one of the cages, and it is 
pushed into the breakers and hauled out to 
the vessel. On board the vessel the lions 
are not put iv water, but are kept wet with 
asprinkler. They are then taken to San 
Francisco , where they are placed in cars 
built for the purpose and transported across 
the continent, each car containing twelve 
lions.”’ 
A WILD-CAT FOR A BED-FELLOW, 
Correspondence of the Salt Lake Herald.

Garrison huug 
around uatil dark,then went to bed, placing 
his gun where he could reach it, and quietly 
waited for Mr. Cat. About 10 o’clock he heard 
a scrambling in the monstrous chimney, fol- 
lowed by the sound of stealthy - footsteps 
across the floor and the sight of the tea § 
eyes peering out at him from the spare :

Army Promotions—A Matter for Con- 
gressional Action. 


There is a movement on foot in army 
circles, and one which must attract the 
sympathies of all who desire to main- 
tain the efficiency of that branch of the 
public service, to secure congressional 
action in regard to the construction of the 
existing law providing for a system of 

_ promotion in the line of the army. The 
principle of promotion established for 
the army is set forth in section 1204 of 
the revised statutes, which provides that 
promotions in the line shall be made 
through the whole army in its several 
lines of artillery, cavalry and infantry re- 
spectively. That congress intended to 
define and provide for lineal promotion 
is also made apparent by an act approv- 
ed June 18th, 1878, the second section of. 
which provides that in every official Ar- 
my Register hereafter issued, the lineal 
rank of all officers of the line of the army 
shall be given separately for the different 
aims of the service. Unfortunately for 
the line of the army, the law in regard to 
promotion, promulgated in the revised 
statutes, did not repeal that portion of 
the old law of March 30, 1814, which 
authorized the war department to settle 
promotions agreeably to the then exist- 
ing rules, which are to be found in the 
Army Register of 1813, and which pro- 
vide for regimental promotion up to the 
grade of captain. 

There is no doubt that it was theinten- 
tion of congress, as it is the spirit of 
the later law, to establish the principle 
of lineal promotion in every grade and 
branch of the army service; but this 
principle has been altogether violated in 
the case of lieutenants of the line, the 
promotion of these offices now being 
regimental]. It is easy to see how unjust 
the ruling of promotion of lieutenants in 
the line may be made, and itis this injus- 
tice which congress is asked to cure by

The Wood-Pulp Swindle and the Pa- 
per-Makers. 


A more disgusting exhibition of official 
depravity than that which occurred be- 
fore the ways and means committee last 
week has never been seen in this coun- 
try. This was the appearance before the 
committee of Congressman Miller, of 
New York, and Congressman Russell, of 
Massachusetts, as attorneys in their own 
behalf to prevent the execution of the: 
law of 1870, which provides for the free 


_importation of all material entering into 


the manufacture of paper. These petti- 
fogging congressmen are largely interest- 
ed in the manufacture of wood pulp,and, | 
forgetting what was due to the dignity of 
their position, if, indeed, they ever knew, 
they appeared before the ways and 
means committee and made stentorian 
arguments in favor of perpetuating a 
gross swindle upon the people and upon 
the paper-makers. The interests of the 
people and the paper-makers were repre- 
sented by the Hon. Erastus brooks, of 
the New York Express. 

The history of this wood-pulp swindle, 
which smells of bribery and jobbery from 
beginning to end, is worth giying. The 
law of 1870, which was a modification of 
the war-tariff of 1861, reduced the duty 
on paper from thirty-three to twenty per 
centum, and placed the articles known as 


paper stock on the free list as follows: 


Paper stock ,.crude of every descriptian inclu- 
ding all grasses, fibres (other than wool), waste 


shavings, clippings, old paper, rope ends, waste 
rope, waste againg inny bags, and nny 
cloth, old or refuse, to be used in making, and fit 
only to be conyerfed into paper, and unfit for 
any other manufacture and cotton waste, wheth- 
er for naee stock or other purposes. 

Rag» of cotton, linen, jute, and hemp, and pa- 
per waste, or waste, orclippings of any kind fit 
ouly forthe mnaufacture of paper, including 
waste rope and waste bagging. 

Esparto, of Spanish grase, and other grasses, 
and pulp of for the manufacture of paper. 

Woods—Poplar or other woods, forthe manu- 
facture of paper. — 

In spite of this law, Boutwell, secretary 


of the treasury, decided, two years after 
the act was passed, that wood-pulp was 
subject fo an ad valorem duty of twenty 
per centum under the special provision 
for dried pulp contained in the 20th sec- 
tion of the act of March 2, 1861. This 
was the argument made by Miller and 
Russell, the congressional pettifoggers 
who appeared in their own interest. Mr. 
Erastus Brooks showed, beyond all ques- 
tion, first,that the law of 1870 was framed 
in the interest of paper-makers, and was 
intended to protect their interests by ad- 
mitting duty-free all material entering 
into the manufacture of paper, and, sec- 
ond, that the article of “dry pulp” named 
in the act of 1861 had no reference to the 
pulp for making paper for the reason that 
mechanical pulp was not made in this 
country until some years after the pas- 
sage of the law of 1861. Mr. Brooks in- 
quired, in this connection, how it was 
that paper pulp was dutiable under the 
act of 1861, when it was not used in the 
United States until 1865. Since theterms 
of the law are so plain it might very prop- 
erly be asked how much Boutwell re- 
ceived from the owners of the wood- 
pulp patent for his construction 
in their favor; but Mr. Brooks, 
with his usual urbanity, refrained from 
putting the question, though no doubt it 
suggested itself. 

While it may not surprise the country 
to learn that two congressmen appeared 
béfore the ways and means committee as 
pettifoggers in the interests of a tariff 
swindle, it will be surprised to learn that 
the paper-makers from all sections of the 
country, but principally from New Eng- 
land, have flocked to Washington and 
are lobbying and arguing in person and 
by attorney not merely in their own in- 
terests, but in the interests of the wood- 
pulp swindle. This is the more surpris- 
ing when. it is remembered that the 
movement to have the law of 1870 exe- 
cuted in accordance with its provisions 
is directly in ‘the interest and for the 
benefit of the paper-makers themselves. 
They have argued all along that with 
cheaper material they could make cheap- 
er paper, and they have explained the 
unprecedented rise in printing-paper by 
the rise in rags and other paper stock. 
But they now give the lie to their argu- 
ments, and aré énileavoring to prevent 
the execution of the law that admits free 
of import duty the material from which 
they manufacture paper. Their attitude 
in this business is a very un- 
happy one, and it will not gain 
them any sympathy when 
the bill to remove the duty on paper 
comes before congress. The paper manu- 
facturers are making the ridiculous mis- 
take of supposing that the ways and 
means committee is a court of last resort. 
The same fnistake was made by the qui- 
nine professors. The duty will be re- 
moved from paper, and if the manufac- 
turers cannot obtain wood-pulp save at 
prices dictated by the wood-pulp swind- 
lers they will only have themselves to 
thank for it. But the manufacturers see 
that if the duty is removed from wood- 
pulp, as the law clearly intended it should 
be, notwithstanding Boutwell’s decision 
‘to the contrary, and the price of rags 
and all other paper stock will fall. Wood-

he always does, “I don’t see why there 
should be; I have never given but one ex- 
pression of views on that subject. As pres- 
ident of the convention in this state in 1874 
I spoke with some care on the subject you 
mention,and expressed the opinion that gold 
and silyer were the universal and perma- 
nent standard of value, and that it was 
most desirable to return to specie payments, 
and that @here were commercial mediums 
of different values; that it could not be per- 
manently endured that there should be one 
description of money for one class and pur- 
pose and another for a different class and 
purpose, but at the same time I said that I 
did not look to any enactment of congress 
to bring the paper and the coin money 
of the country upon equal value—that the 
business and general prespens of the 
country alone would bring that result 


about.’’ 


Mr. Hendricks stopped for a moment, and 
removing a scrapbook from a table near at 
hand, glanced over several printed memo- 
runda pasted therein, and reading from the 
ck said: ““I.used upon the occasion 
of my speech in 1874, this language: ‘The 
important question is, How can we increase 
and make permanent our supply of gold? 
The jeliable solution is by increasing our 
productiors, reducing our purchases and 
increasing our sules abroad.’ ’ 
Resuming the conversation, Mr: Hen- 
dricks said: “I have uniformly expressed 
myself in addresses I have made to the peo- 
ole almostin the same phraseology.’’ 

“Do you think, governor, that any vol- 
ume of paper money issafe?” _ | 
“I suppose 2 volume of paper is safe that 
is always convertible into gold and silver. 
Believing, as-tdid, that a return to specie 
payments depended on the influences men- 
tioned, I was utterly opposed to the re- 
sumption law. I think it is now demon- 
strated that the return to specie payments 
has been in spite of that law, and cause 
of our own great production of our staples 
that command a foreign market; because 
of the economy of. the people practiced 
during the hard times, reducing our own 
purchases abroad, as well as because of our 
own enormous sales abroad, giving confi- 
dence in a permanent supply of gold and 
silver sufficient to maintain specie pay- 
ments. i thought that a restoration of sil- 
ver coin was right and proper, asa rebuke 
to the manner in which it was demonetized, 
and I'am sure that experieuce has shown 
that it was wise and just.’’ is 

“Have you expressed any other opinion 
in this regard, governor?” asked the Herald 
mam 

“No, sir; I have never expressed any 
other opinion in relation to it.”’ 

‘May I ask whether or not, sir, you 
would be in favor of any interference at this

THE SELMA, ROME AND DALTON. 
From the American Exchange, March 15. 

Considerable inquiry has been made of 
late respecting the stock and bonds of the 
Selma, Rome and Dalton railroad company. 
The railroad runs from Selma, Ala., to Dal- 
ten, Ga., a distance of 236 miles. The Geor- 
gia portion of the road (65 miles) has been 
sold under forec!osures, and is now operated 
by the Selma, Rome and Dalton company. 
Dispatches received in this city last week 
state that the decree of the court ordering 
the sale of the road from the state line to 
Selma is expected daily. It is proposed 
to open transfer books in_ this 
sity, and meanwhile the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust company has agreed to issue _ benefi- 
ciary interest certificates for the purpose of 
facilitating deliveries until the transfer 
books arrive. At the time that the railroad 
passed into the hands of the receiver there 
was & quantity of equipment bonds out- 
standing, which the receiver was authorized 
by the court to convert into receiver's cer- 
tificates. Since that time more than one- 
half of these certificates, it is understood, 
have been cancelled from the surplus earn- 
ings of the company.

The passenger 
trains leaving here every evening over both 
the Airline and the Kankakee line are now 
making close connection at Cincinnati with 
trains leaving that city at 8:40 o’clock every 
morning over the Southern road.
